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Bishop’s cat shot 

Pedigree moggie vanishes after being blasted by thug, with airgun

THE Bishop of Ely’s pedigree cat 
has disappeared after it was shot 
with an airgun. 

Esther, the Rt Rev Stephen Con¬ 
way’s beloved Burmese cat, returned 
home recently bleeding from a 
wound in her leg. 

Upon closer inspection, Bishop Stephen 
realised the wound was “perfectly” circular. 

Esther, who came with the bishop when 
he moved to Ely earlier this year, was taken 
to Companion Care Vets, in Newnham 
Street, where it was confirmed she had 
been shot with an air rifle. 

Esther underwent an operation to 
remove the pellet and stitch up her wound, 
and has been recovering at home ever 
since. 

However, now she has vanished. 

It is not known whether she is lost or has 
been stolen but Bishop Stephen, who has 
not reported the shooting to police, is 
urging anyone with any information to 
speak up. 

He said: “Esther came home with a 
perfectly circular wound in her leg. 

“It proved to be the result of her having 
been shot by someone with an air rifle. 

“She was very fortunate that her femur 
wasn’t broken, and she had to undergo an 
operation and further treatment. 

“All of this happened before my recent 
holiday. She was well looked after, with my 
other cat, by colleagues while I was away, 
but I have not seen her myself since I went 
on holiday as she disappeared just before I 
returned. 

“There is always the possibility that she 



will just appear like cats sometimes do. I 
will be delighted if anyone has any news of 
her.” 

The news will come as a shock to pet 
owners in the area but Sally Ann Halliday, 
practice manager at Ely’s Companion Care 
Vets, is urging them not to panic. 

Mrs Halliday said: “In all the years we 
have been here in Ely, this is only the 
second animal we have ever had in which 
has been shot. 

“The other animal which was shot was a 
pet spaniel. Thankfully this is not a 
common thing in our area.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said there had been no 
reports of pets being shot in the Ely area 
recently. 

Bishop Stephen was formally installed as 
the new Bishop of Ely in March.

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Half-brothers 
laid to rest 
in one grave 

TWO half-brothers from 
Stretham who drowned in 
a lake at a nature reserve 
have been buried side-by- 
side in a single grave. 

Hundreds of people 
gathered at St James’ 
Church in Stretham last 
Wednesday to pay their 
respects to Ashley Yardy, 
22, and Luke Yardy, 17. 

Luke was carrying out 
his role as a trainee game- 
keeper at the Kingfishers 
Bridge Project, near 
Wicken, earlier this 
month, and Ashley had 
gone with him when 
tragedy struck. 

They were trying to 
rescue injured birds when 
Luke fell into the water. 
Ashley, a trained lifeguard, 
dived in to help but both 
drowned. 

Their funeral was held 
at the church and was led 
by Rev Alan Hulme, rector 
of the Ely Team Ministry. 

Loudspeakers relayed 
the service to people 
outside the packed 
church. 

The committal followed 
at Stretham Cemetery, 
where the coffins were laid 
side-by-side in a single 
grave. 

The mourners were led 
by their parents, Amanda 
and Andrew Fountain, and 
David Yardy. 


Plan for wind turbines is back on agenda 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build two wind farms in the Ely 
area are to be reconsidered. 

Earlier this month, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s 
cabinet scrapped proposals to 
build turbines at Whitehall 
Farm in Littleport and Wolvey 
Farm in Coveney. 


The cabinet said it was 
listening to residents’ concerns, 
which included noise pollution 
and the visual impact the 
turbines would have on the Fen 
landscape, including the views 
of Ely Cathedral. 

But now the schemes will go 
back before the cabinet - after 


Liberal Democrat councillors 
called for a review of the 
decision. 

The opposition councillors 
say they were worried about 
the environmental impact of 
the decision, and also the loss 
of £lm of anticipated annual 
income. 


Cllr Kevin Wilkins, the 
opposition environment chief, 
said: “The blanket ban on wind 
power is absurd and 
particularly unfair on the 
council’s tenant farmers.” 

Leader Cllr Nick Clarke 
described the vote as a “good 
example of local democracy at 


work”. 

He added: “Members of the 
overview and scrutiny 
committee decided to refer the 
decision back to cabinet for 
further consideration after 
listening to similar repres¬ 
entations from the people who 
elected them.”

That’s the message from 
members of the organising 
committee of the annual 
Littleport Show, who are pleading 
with more people to jump 
onboard.

Derek Timbers, a committee 
member, said: “We decided to 
postpone the show this year as 
we wanted to see how we could 
take it forward and improve it. 

“The show has been running 
for more than 100 years and is 
one of Cambridgeshire’s biggest 
agricultural events. 

“But visitor numbers have 
been dwindling year on year and 
we wanted to see how we could 
change a few things to encourage 
more people through the gates. 

“Now, unfortunately, the 
situation is that we need more 
people onboard if we are to hold 
a show next year, and indeed in 
years to come. 


“We currently have three 
people organising it and we need 
more hands, new ideas and 
basically more support from the 
local community." 

The committee has organised 
an AGM to be held at Littleport 
Leisure Centre on Wednesday, 
October 12 at 7.30pm. 

Mr Timbers said: “This is the 
show’s last chance saloon, really. 

“If people want this show to 
continue they need to attend the 
meeting and see how they can 
help. 

“If we don’t have more people 
come forward then I’m afraid it’s 
highly likely that the show will 
fold. Obviously it would be 
extremely sad if that happens but 
it’s not possible for three people 
to do it anymore.”

CONTENTIOUS plans to 
build a mushroom farm 
and anaerobic digestion 
plant in Littleport will be 
decided next week. 

Members of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning 
committee will be meet¬ 
ing next Wednesday to 
discuss the proposals for 
May Farm in Mildenhall 
Road. 

Despite concern from 
residents in Littleport, 
Little Ouse and other 
villages, the committee is 
being recommended to 
approve the plans. 

Agricultural firms 
Barway Farms, G’s 
Growers and PGS Ltd 
applied for planning 
permission to build the 
farm earlier this year. 

They say the develop¬ 
ment will create more 
than 160 jobs and 
produce about 130 
tonnes of mushrooms 
each week. 

However, many locals 
are in uproar, in 
particular with the 
anaerobic digestion plant, 
as they fear it will have a 
huge impact on pollution 
and traffic. 

The meeting is being 
held at the council’s 
headquarters in Nutholt 
Lane at 2pm and resi¬ 
dents are invited to 
attend.

A COUNCILLOR has spoken out 
over plans to introduce parking 
charges in Ely - and insists it will 
boost trade in the city, not kill it 
off. 

Conservative Cllr Tom Hunt, who 
represents Ely South on East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC), describes 
the authority’s proposals as an “extremely 
modest charging scheme”. 

Despite more than 12,000 people having 
signed a petition opposing the charges, Mr 
Hunt, who is the authority’s youngest ever 
councillor, believes Ely’s current free 
parking brings negatives to the city. 

He said: “We are among the largest 
settlements in the country not to have a 
parking charge scheme, and I think this 
brings with it a number of negatives. 

“I know people who live outside Ely who 
are put off coming here to shop because 
they find it incredibly difficult to find a 
parking space. This is something which is 
likely to get worse as the population of Ely 
expands. 

“We need to look at ways of utilising the 
use of the limited number of spaces we 
have better.”

For months, residents and business 
owners have been pleading with ECDC 
bosses not to introduce the charges and 
insist charging people to to park kill 
independent businesses. 

Last week, the Ely Traders’ Association 
held a public meeting which ended with a 
vote that ECDC needs to listen to all 
concerns before making a decision. 

Cllr Hunt said: “The right kind of 
charging scheme will not harm the city 
centre and in the long term I see the 
introduction of charges in a growing city 
as beneficial for the economic vibrancy of 
the centre.” 

ECDC leader Peter Moakes insists 
charges need to be introduced, that the 
plans are only in the initial stages and that 
people will be fully consulted before any 
changes are made.

Sports clear funds hurdle 

Future seems bright for schools partnership that feared the axe earlier this year

A SCHOOL partnership 
which encourages thou¬ 
sands of children to play 
more sport looks set to 
continue - thanks to the 
organisations which are 
part of it. 

Earlier this year it was feared 
the popular Witchford School 
Sports Partnership (WSSP) 
would be scrapped due to a 
massive slash in Government 
funding. 

Education secretary Michael 
Gove announced he wanted to 
slash £162 million a year in 
funding from the partnerships

across England - a move which 
would have cut £1.2 million in 
Cambridgeshire alone. 


WSSP development 

manager, Diane Baker, feared 
the WSSP would be forced to 
come to an end this month. 

However, primary schools 
whose pupils have reaped the 
benefits of the free partnership 
have now agreed to pay to keep 
it running. 

Mrs Baker approached the 
schools with numerous pay 
package ideas - something 
which the majority of them 
have agreed to do. 

She said: “It was not so long 
ago that I thought the WSSP 
would have to finish. 

“The funding wasn’t 
available and without the 
money we could not have 
continued. 

“I decided to approach all 


the primary schools who are 
part of the partnership and 
suggest various packages 
which they could pay per year 
in order to still take part. 

“An overwhelming majority 
said that although their 
budgets are pushed, they 
wanted their children to take 
advantage of the sports and 
activities we offer and that they 
were willing to pay. 

“There are three packages, 
the most expensive being £950 
per year, which is what many 
of them have opted for. 

“I think the WSSP is now safe 
until September next year - 
and hopefully 2013.” 

Mrs Baker, who delivers the 
WSSP to primary schools 
across the Ely area, and pupils 


at Witchford Village College, 
continues to apply for funding 
and has just secured a £9,850 
grant from Sports England to 
deliver gymnastics lessons to 
those participating schools. 

She has also secured funding 
to deliver cycle training to local 
primary schools and looking 
ahead, she is busily trying to 
find money to resurface the 
tennis and netball courts in 
Witchford for the benefit of the 
whole community. 

She is now looking for a level 
2 coach to deliver the 
gymnastic sessions.

A GOLF clubhouse which was 
destroyed by arsonists is set to 
reopen to the public this weekend. 

Residents are being invited to see 
the new clubhouse and restaurant at 
On Par Driving Range and Golf 
Course in Downham Road, Ely. 

Hundreds of thousands of pounds 
have been spent on rebuilding the 
facilities after they were torched in 
the early hours of March 25. 

Six months and about £500,000 
later, course owner Graham Mawe is 
now putting the final touches to the 
clubhouse, bar, restaurant, kitchen 
and golf shop. 

He said: “The whole ordeal has 
been an absolute nightmare but 
we’ve got through it and things are 
now starting to come together. 


“The clubhouse, kitchen, res¬ 
taurant and pro golf shop are all 
bigger and better than before - we 
really have pulled out all the stops. 

“I think we’ve spent around 
£500,000 altogether. I’d like to thank 
everyone for their amazing support 
over the past months - it has been 
quite overwhelming.” 

Investigations carried out by 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service confirmed the blaze had 
been started deliberately. 

However, nobody has ever been 
arrested over the incident. 

Despite the closure of the 
clubhouse, the course itself, and the 
driving range, have still been open to 
members.

The company says neg¬ 
otiations are ongoing and 
that it would be “pre¬ 
mature” to comment 
further - but has not denied 
the hotel rumours. 

Rita Gittins, of Ely’s St 
John’s Road, said: “I’m told 
that the offices are definitely 
going to be turned into a 
hotel. According to my 
source, who is certainly a 
reliable one, the hotel chain 
looking to buy the building 
is London-based and 
specialises in boutique 
hotels.” 

Henry Ronston, of High 
Barns, Ely, added: “So 
rumour has it that a new 
hotel is coming to Ely. I 
hope this is true as despite 
being a bustling tourist city 
we do lack good hotels.” 

In March, the company’s 
regional director, Eamonn 
Dillon, confirmed that 
“initial commercial discus¬ 
sions” regarding the sale of 
the offices were being made 
“in order to make better use 
of our assets”. 

A spokesman for Sanc¬ 
tuary Housing said: “We are 
in talks with a number of 
developers regarding the 
future of the site but it 
would be premature to 
comment further while 
negotiations are still on¬ 
going.” 

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said the authority 
had heard nothing about 
the hotel plans. 


Mosque ‘offer’ 
sparks anger 


FURIOUS residents are 
accusing former council 
leader Fred Brown of 
trying to seek “petty 
revenge” after being 
voted out in the last 
election. 

People in Littleport say they 
are “sickened” that Mr Brown, 
former leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
wants to create a miniature 
mosque in the village. 

Mr Brown, who lives in 
Littleport and owns several 
properties in the village, says 
he has a property which would 
be “ideal” for Ely Muslims to 
convert into a prayer centre. 

Mr Brown, who lost his seat 
during the elections in May, 
said he wants to meet up with 
the group. 

But David Leuty, of The Hol¬ 
mes, Littleport, said: “The only 
reason he is even remotely 
considering helping these 
people is to stick two fingers 
up to everyone who was deter-

mined not to see him re¬ 
elected. I hope the Ely Muslims 
have enough sense to ignore 
his help. I feel sickened by it.” 

Janice Hunter, of Main 
Street, said: “We don’t want a 
mosque here in Littleport, the 
same as the residents of Ely 
don’t. Fred Brown is simply 
trying to seek petty revenge on 
us all.” 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, Mr Brown says he wants 
to show the Muslims around 
the building he has in mind. 

He said: “I own a property in 
central Littleport which would 
be ideal for them to use. It’s a 
large building, which I 
understand is what they are 
looking for.” 

It was earlier this year that 
the Ely Muslims, who currently 
meet each week at the Paradise 
Centre in Ely, announced that 
they wanted to build a minia¬ 


ture mosque in the city. 

The management committee 
of the Paradise Centre had told 
the group that they would 
lease them an area of their 
sports fields, close to the 
junction with New Barns Road 
and Deacons Lane, to build the 
facility if they gained planning 
permission. 

However, the discussions 
have been put on hold 
following uproar from many 
locals, who insist the Muslims 
should not be allowed to build 
a new prayer centre. 

Since then the debate has 
intensified and the English 
Defence League (EDL) has 
even threatened to protest in 
the city if the plans come into 
fruition. 

The Ely Muslims have said 
all along that they need a 
bigger space to meet and 
worship due to the increase in 
members. 

Nobody from the Ely 
Muslims was available to 
comment.

We understand 
your anger 

Sir, your report (‘Anger at blaze case 
collapse’, Weekly News, September 22) 
of the anger expressed by residents 
on the Wisbech Road at the failure of 
the Environment Agency (EA) to 
prosecute the Murfitts case can be 
echoed by many in Littleport. 

The devastation caused by this fire 
was on a level with that of the 
Hertfordshire Oil Terminal explosion 
at Buncefield in 2005, the largest 
explosion in England since the 
Second World War. The operators 
there were prosecuted jointly by the 
Health and Safety Executive and EA, 
and found to have been negligent in 
managing the site. Yet the operator of 
this site, following a fire lasting seven 
weeks that contaminated adjacent 
residences and businesses, polluted 
adjacent countryside and 
watercourses, andcreated spiralling 
plumes of polluted air was found to 
have been innocent. 

Perhaps a more favourable outcome 
would have occurred had the EA 
engaged the Hertfordshire legal team, 
rather than the reticent ensemble 
that handled this case? 

For a number of years as the local 
ward councillor, I was involved in 
supporting the residents ofWisbech 
Road, who lived in close proximity to 
the site. To my certain knowledge up 
until 2006 there had already been 
nine fires at the site necessitating 
attention by the fire authority. 

My sympathy lies with those directly 
affected by the disaster. They have 
been badly let down by the EA’s legal 
team and have every justification in 
asserting their claim that the justice 
system has not served them well. 

For a Murfitts spokesperson to say 
the fire was due to “wholly 
unforeseen circumstances” is 
injudicious in the extreme but 
symptomatic of the indifference 
exhibited by the company, not only to 
those residents living in close 
proximity to the site but to the wider 
community of Littleport.

The fire caused untold damage to 
property, animals and in my mind 
must have also had a not 
inconsiderable effect on those 
unfortunate to breathe in these 
fumes. 

Having studied for a BSc (hons) 
chemistry in Cambridge not too 
many years ago I can verify that such 
fumes are very dangerous indeed. 
How Ruby Hamid was unable to 
forward any evidence is a mystery to 
me. No one has explained

I would love to hear the authorities 
and EA defend some of their 
decisions, considering they 
are supposed to be accountable to us, 
the public.

We need time to 
check the facts 

Sir, I would like to feel that East 
Cambridgeshire District Council has 
been totally impartial regarding the 
proposed mushroom farm and 
anaerobic digester at Littleport. 
However, the prospect of a 
substantial Community 
Infrastructure Levy and the ability to 
tick all the boxes; growth for the 
district, use of renewable energy and 
jobs, is too potent a cocktail for 
impartiality. There has been great 
pressure to streamline this 
application in order to get it 
approved and yet there are still many 
issues still not satisfactorily resolved. 
The council owe it to the residents 
who will be affected by this huge 
development to ensure that the 
claims made by the applicant will in 
fact be deliverable. Debate is still 
going on about environmental 
pollution and air quality, a subject 
particularly important to people in 
Littleport who had to put up with the 
smoke and fumes from Murfitts fire. 
Suggestions for easing the significant 
increase in traffic on die A1101 may 
or may not work. It is, therefore, a 
dangerous experiment on an already 
lethal road. Other unknowns until 
the plant is up and running are noise, 
vibration and light pollution. The fact 
that this application has only been 
available to view on the planning 
website has made it doubly difficult 
for those affected to understand the 
extent and detail of the proposals. 

Also, there are inaccuracies in the 
application. The council’s own 
consultant, RuthElwood, ofElwood 
Landscape Design, while making her 
recommendation to increase the 
density of tree-planting, drew 
attention to this based upon the 
dozen or so documents she assessed. 


She said: “Such discrepancies and 
errors do not provide full confidence 
that the assessment is as thorough 
and potentially accurate as it should 
be.” 

Once the revised accurate 
application is clearly highlighted on 
the website, residents should be 
given time to re-evaluate the new 
information and comment. To go 
straight to committee would be 
undemocratic.

Concerns were 
top of agenda

“However, we shall hope 
to keep in touch with our 
many friends in the city and 
neighbourhood.” 


Staff axed 
as cuts bite 


CASH-strapped East 
Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
(ECDC) is employing 
27 fewer people than it 
did three years ago. 

Figures show that as of 
April this year, the authority is 
employing 192 people in total. 

In April 2009, there were 
219 employees on the 
council’s books. 

An ECDC spokes- I 
man said that out of I 
those 27 people, 22 
were given compul¬ 
sory redundancy or 
took voluntary re¬ 
dundancy. 

The remainder left 
for other reasons, 
such as retirement. 

As a result, the 
council has reduced 
its staffing costs by 
about £l.lm, 
something which 
authority leader Peter 
Moakes says has been 
“incredibly difficult”. 

Cllr Moakes added 
that cuts had forced 
the council to 
scrutinise every 
budget, every post 
and every grant to 
ensure the tax payers 
were given value for 
money and receive 
the services they 
need. 

Figures show that 
in 2009/10, the 
council’s staffing costs 
were £7,502,790. 

The estimated 
staffing costs for 
2010/11 were 
£6,927,579 and for 
2011/12, the 

estimated staffing 
costs are £6,432,165. 

An area where 
expend-iture is likely 
to increase is in 
personnel and admin¬ 
istration costs. 

In 2009/10, the 
council spent 
£1,153,993 on pers¬ 
onnel and admin¬ 
istration costs. 


In 2010/11 that rose to 
£2,032,470 and the estimated 
costs for 2011/12 are 
£1,924,062. 

Cllr Moakes said: “There 
comes a time when there is 
nothing left to cut - especially 
when there are a number of 
costs incurred by the council 
which are beyond our control. 

“These include a number 
of areas which in our budget 


book come under the heading 
Personnel and Adminis¬ 
tration. The headline is, 
unfortunately, a little 
misleading in that it does not 
represent the costs of 
administration at the council 
but is actually a collection of 
miscellaneous costs including 
housing benefits, deprecia¬ 
tion costs and costs of 
elections among others.”

Pedal to Paris raises £2,000 


A DAD who suffers with a rare 
form of blood cancer has 
used his pedal power to raise 
almost £2,000 to help others 
fighting the disease. 

Dominic Bright, 41, was 
diagnosed with a rare 
myeloproliferative disorder 
(MPD) around three years 
ago. 

The disorder means that 
father-of-three Mr Bright 
produces excessive amounts 
of red blood cells, often 
making his blood “sticky” and 
susceptible to clotting. 

Mr Bright, who lives with 
his wife and children in Berry 
Close, Stretham, takes 
medication every day for the 
disease and suffers with 
fatigue as a result. 

But earlier this month, he 
put his tiredness to one side 
and cycled from his home to 
Paris to raise money for MPD 
Voice, a charity which 
supports MPD sufferers 
across the world. 

The mammoth trek saw 
him and a friend from Surrey, 
Steve Fidgett, cycling 375 
miles before reaching the 
Eiffel Tower. 

Mr Bright, who works at 
AmeyCespa waste site in 
Waterbeach, said: “I was 
diagnosed with MPD around 
three years ago. 

“I’d never heard of it 
before and people very rarely 
have it. The main way it 
affects me is it makes me 
tired and I have to have 
regular blood tests.

“I’m a keen cyclist and 
cycle to work when I can so I 
decided to cycle to help 
support MPD Voice.

Council plea 
as bin men 
suffer cuts 


BIN men are suffering 
injuries from broken 
glass and knives 
which are being care¬ 
lessly disposed of in 
rubbish bags. 

Bosses at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (ECDC) say they are 
seeing an increase in the 
number of injuries their 
refuse collectors are 
suffering. 

The council is now 
urging residents to be more 
careful about how they 
dispose of broken and 
sharp objects. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the council’s 
community and environ¬ 
ment sub-committee, said: 
“In the last two weeks there 
have been reports of 
broken glass and even 
knives left out in rubbish 
without being suitably 
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wrapped in newspaper. 

“This is simply not 
acceptable and we have 
been very lucky that the 
injuries to the bin men 
have only been minor and 
not far more serious. 

“Our bin men do a very 
difficult job in all weathers 
and the very least they 
deserve is to have rubbish 
and recycling left out in 
such a way that minimises 
any risk.” 

In each case, the council 
says the injuries were 
luckily just cuts but they 
fear things could get worse 
if residents are not more 
considerate. 

Cllr Hobbs said: 
“Nationally statistics tell us 
that refuse collectors 
receive more injuries than 
any other officers who 


work for or on behalf of the 
local authority. 

“This is often due to the 
lifting of heavy objects but 
in many cases it is a result 
of sharp objects casually 
thrown away into bin bags 
with little thought of the 
injuries they could cause. 

“So, if you do have 
broken objects, please 
make sure they are either 
wrapped up well in paper 
or alternatively taken to the 
nearest recycling centre for 
disposal.” 

The council says any 
broken glass or sharp 
objects should be wrapped 
in newspaper or put into a 
plastic bag before being 
put into black sacks. 

Alternatively, they can be 
taken to the recycling 
centre at Grunty Fen where 
they can be safely disposed 
of.

Cash bid to tackle 
leisure centre yobs 


ANTI-SOCIAL behaviour at 
a village’s state-of-the-art 
sports facility looks set to be 
reduced thanks to a council 
grant. 

Littleport Parish Council is being 
awarded £1,693 to help build 
security fencing and floodlights 
around the adiZone at Littleport 
Leisure Centre. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has awarded the 
council the grant from Section 106 
funding after the authority put in a 
bid earlier this year. 

Since the adiZone, an innovative 
outdoor play area designed by 
Adidas, opened in the village last 
summer, it has been blighted with 
anti-social behaviour. 

While many youngsters are 
enjoying its quirky features, such 
as basketball court and treadmills, 
some are ruining it for them by 
damaging the equipment. 

Not only has graffiti been 
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scrawled on some of the 
equipment but youths have also 
been riding bicycles - and even 
motorbikes - across the rubber 
surface, scuffing it. 

The leisure centre and parish 
council have been in discussions 
about how they can tackle the anti- 
social behaviour - and it was 
decided that fencing and 
floodlights needed to be put up 
around the site. 

Andy Rutterford, manager of the 
leisure centre, said: “Kids are 
taking their bikes onto the adiZone 
when they shouldn’t be. 

“The facility has a soft rubber 
surface and there are scuff marks 
all over it from the tyres. 

“We’ve even caught youngsters 
with motorbikes on it. I don’t think 
it’s a case of them doing it with 
malice, but it’s got to stop as this is 


an expensive, good piece of kit.” 

Now funding has been secured 
from the district council it is hoped 
work on erecting the floodlights 
and fencing will start soon. 

Mr Rutterford said: “There’s no 
lighting there which is such a 
shame. It means that throughout 
winter it’s only really going to be 
used at the weekend, as when 
children get home from school or 
college it’s dark. 

“If we had lights there it would 
make it a safe and fun place to be 
for people throughout the year." 

The adiZone in Soham has also 
experienced similar problems with 
anti-social behaviour and Soham 
Town Council says it is working 
hard to try and tackle it. 

Section 106 funding is available 
to support projects and schemes 
with money obtained from 
developers.

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A PREGNANT woman 
turned her car out of a line 
of traffic to do a U-turn - 
and hit a motorcyclist, 
causing him life-changing 
injuries, a court heard. 

Claire Brooks, 39, was driving 
in a slow-moving line of traffic 
on the A10 south of Stretham at 
8am on September 15, 2010, 
when the crash happened. 

She pleaded guilty to driving 
without due care and attention 
when she appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Tuesday. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: 
“Brooks decided to make a U- 
turn in the road and at the same 
time a motorcyclist was driving 
along the outside of the traffic. 
As she made the manoeuvre, the 
motorcyclist collided with the 
side of her. 

“The rider of the bike tried to 
slow down to about 20mph but 
still collided with the car and he 
received serious head and chest 


injuries. 

“Three months later when 
police checked on the motor¬ 
cyclist’s injuries, they were 
described as life-changing.” 

There were five witnesses in 
the line of traffic, four of whom 
said the driver of the Volkswagen 
Passat, Brooks, was to blame. 

Mr Brown said: “The witnesses 
said that due to the speed at 
which Brooks pulled out into the 
carriageway, the motorcyclist 
had no time to react.” 

Robert Dickinson, mitigating, 
said his client had made a 


“momentary lapse of judgment”. 

He said: “She waited until she 
was opposite a layby and then 
checked her wing mirror before 
moving her car, but somehow 
didn’t see the motorcyclist who 
must have been there.” 

Brooks, of Bury Green, Little 
Downham, was six months 
pregnant at the time of the 
accident with her youngest child. 

Brooks received six penalty 
points on her licence and was 
fined £290, ordered to pay court 
costs of £200 and a victim 
surcharge of £15.

Helping bring Clarity to 
special needs services 


A FOUNDATION is being 
launched next month to 
support children with 
special educational needs. 

The Clarity Foundation is the 
brainchild of Little Downham-based 
speech and language therapist Janet 
O’Keefe and world-famous social 
entrepreneur and campaigner, 
Robert Ashton. 

They have teamed up to launch 
the foundation, which they hope 
will enable more practitioners to 
join together to provide more multi¬ 
disciplinary specialist services for 
children with special educational 
needs. 

They hope it will attract health 
and social care providers, as well as 
education specialists, to join as 
members who can be referred to 
families and local authorities as 
approved providers meeting 
statutory guidelines. 

Mrs O’Keefe said: “We believe that 
having a one-stop shop is the best 
way to enable parents and local 
authorities find all the support 
services desperately needed by 
children with special needs, and 
that our foundation is the most 
practical and efficient way of 
ensuring that those services are 
integrated and coordinated. 

“We need to bring practitioners 
from health, education and social 
care together and plan for the future 
while the present guidelines for new 
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contract arrangements are under 
review. 

“Our foundation will be a 
valuable database of all heath and 
social care providers, as well as 
education specialists. 

“At the moment, if a practitioner 
is not directly employed by a school 
or local authority, every school they 
visit should conduct its own CRB 
check. 

“Many practitioners regularly visit 
20 schools a week sometimes in 
several different counties and are 
therefore checked 20 times.” 

The foundation will be launched 
at a conference called Towards a 
Positive Future, aimed at parents 
and professionals. 

The conference is being held on 
October 14-15 at Arlington Arts 
Centre, Newbury, which is based at 
the Mary Hare School for deaf 
children. 

Mr Ashton said: “However you 
feel about the Government’s ‘big 
society’ agenda, the fact is that the 
worlds of education, health and 
social care are undergoing massive 
change. 

“The Clarity Foundation is being 
formed to help parents make sense 
of those changes, and in parallel to 
help practitioners create their own 
enterprises.”

Swans soar 
into Welnev 


WHOOPER swans 
have started to arrive 
at the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust 
(WWT) in Welney - 
something which 
wardens say is a sure 
sign that autumn 
has arrived. 

Flocks of the stunning 
birds are swooping onto 
the reserve’s lagoons, 
having completed a 
massive 1,200-mile jour¬ 
ney from their breeding 
grounds in Iceland. 

Up to 9,000 Whooper 
swans use the reserve 
every year to rest over the 
winter, making it the 
largest swan roost in the 
country. 

Bewick’s swans, which 
have a 2,500-mile journey 
to travel from their 
breeding areas in Arctic 
Russia, are expected to 
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arrive in late October. 

Leigh Marshall, man¬ 
ager of the reserve, said: 
“The reserve is looking 
fantastic at the moment 
thanks to favourable 
conditions over the 
summer and the recent 
arrival of hundreds of 
duck from their northern 
breeding areas. 

“The first swans are 
always very exciting and 
really signal the start of 
autumn here at Welney. 

“The Fens are a 
favourite wintering spot 
for Whooper and Bewick’s 
swans due to the com¬ 
bination of safe roost sites 
on wetlands and plentiful 
food available in the form 
of waste sugar beet tops 
and waste potatoes left 
over from the harvest. 


“The swans spend their 
days feeding up on these 
carbohydrate-rich foods 
in the fenland fields and 
sleeping on the wetlands 
at night in preparation for 
the return to their 
breeding grounds next 
spring. 

“We look forward to 
seeing numbers increa¬ 
sing steadily over the next 
month, ready for the first 
swan feeds in October.” 

The arrival of the swans 
signals the start of the 
Winter at Welney cele¬ 
brations, which will run 
throughout the stay of the 
swans into March next 
year. 

The events include 
swan feeds, photography, 
willow and art workshops, 
children’s activities, and 
festivals.

A NEW play of love, death 
and folklore opens at the 
ADC Theatre this week, 
created by local theatre 
company Pleasant Danger.

A NEW adaptation of Tinker Tailor 
Soldier Spy was always going to 
raise the hackles of John le Carre 
purists who adored John Irvin’s 
1979 mini-series starring Sir Alec 
Guinness. 

Tomas Alfredson’s film could never 
compete on an equal footing with its 
Bafta award-winning predecessor. 
You can’t achieve the same depth of 
character and plot development in 
two hours as you can in seven 
episodes of television. 

While scriptwriters Bridget O’Connor 
and Peter Straughan have truncated 
le Carre’s novel, they retain the 
choking air of suspense that has us 
holding our breaths until the stunning 
final frame. 

Alfredson demonstrates the same 
virtuosity behind the camera as he 
did in the 2008 vampire story Let 
The Right One In. 

He frames every shot with precision, 
overhearing conversations in 
darkened hallways or through walls 
as if we are the spies, gathering 
evidence about the characters’ 
wrong-doings.

D itch your old 
traditional wood 
furniture, trusty 
barbecue and bowling 
green lawn to make way 
for carpets of blue, crystal 
rocking chairs and state- 
of-the-art cookers in your 
outside space of the 
future, which once used to 
be lovingly called a 
garden. 

Modern garden carpets and 
outdoor mgs mingle with 
crystal-like rocking chairs in a 
riot of colours, oversized outdoor 
sofas and rubberised tables in the 
24-hour garden theme at this 
year’s Grand Designs Live at 
Birmingham’s NEC. 

The weird and wacky furniture 
is accompanied by what can only 
be described as altars to outdoor 
dining, featuring enormous 
barbecues equipped with in-built 
refrigerators underneath to keep 
all your beverages and food cold. 

Out-of-this-world heating 
solutions, outdoor lighting and

entertainment technology all 
feature at the heart of the 
exhibition in Grand Gardens, 
showing visitors how they can 
use their garden as an extra 
entertaining and living space all 
year round. 

The core of the inspiration is 
The 24 Hour Garden, in which 
three interactive show gardens 
transform from day to night in 
minutes - an ‘outdoor living 
room’, complete with a ‘floating 
carpet’, the ‘tranquil escape’, 
with its unique boulder lounger 
and driftwood panelled walls, 
and the ‘contemporary kitchen 
garden for entertaining’, with its 
tea cup wall and bold dining set. 


However, there’s a limit to 
extending the season - and no 
one's going to be out there fine- 
dining in the pouring rain, agrees 
award-winning TV garden 
designer James Alexander- 
Sinclair, who will be discussing 
The 24 Hour Garden at this 
year’s show. 

“The point of 24-hour 
gardening is not so much sitting 
in it, but looking at it. You can sit 
in your sitting room and power a 
switch and there you have it.” 

Does he approve of outdoor 
garden carpet? There's a large 
pause followed by a snigger. 

“I’m not quite sure what the 
point of it is,” he concedes. 
“Outdoor carpet’s a marvellous 
idea if you like outdoor 
hoovering. But it’s part of the 
idea of the garden being an extra 
room to the house.” 

However, he’s more open 
minded to new-fangled furniture 
making its way into the great 
outdoors. 

“There’s something rather 
wonderful about taking bits of 
inside outside. I remember one 
lunch party where we just took 


all the furniture outside and put 
it on the lawn. It was weird, 
wonderful and exciting.” 

Alexander-Sinclair comes up 
with somewhat more 
conventional ways of enjoying 
your garden all year round, such 
as placing winter-flowering 
plants with strong scents like 
Sarcococca confusa or winter¬ 
flowering honeysuckle (Lonicera 
fragrantissima) near your front 
door. 

“You will catch the scent as 
you fumble for your front door 
key - and that is using your 


garden in the winter. 

“Lighting certainly extends the 
life of the garden as seasons 
change, so you are not just 
looking at plants but the effect of 
light on plants when planning 
your garden for the year. 

“You can sit there with the fire 
blazing and if you light your 
garden properly you can see all 
the skeletons and shadows of 
your garden, which extends the 
life of your garden, as does a 
pond with a fountain with a light 
in it.” 

In winter, clipped hedges such 


as yew and box look fantastic, 
even in frost. 

“Anything clipped and 
architectural, with crisp lines, 
looks good in winter. In summer 
plants are diaphanous, fluffy and 
wafting about. It’s like people. In 
summer we all wander about in 
pretty, floaty things, but in winter 
we are wrapped up

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Housing crisis requires action 


THE National Planning Policy 
Framework (NPPF) is “the right 
way” to tackle the housing 
crisis, according to a local 
property expert. 

Colin Brown, director of 
planning at Cambridge 
Consultant Surveyors Januarys, 
says we need to encourage high 
quality development across the 
region. 

“Since the NPPF was 
launched,” he says. “There has 
been a good deal of excitable 
comment about what it 
proposes. 

“In many cases the comments 
have generated more heat than 
light, with some inferring that 
the main purpose of the NPPF is 
to allow developers to concrete 
over the countryside and to 
fundamentally dilute planning 
powers that currently protect 
valuable environments. 

“After careful reading of the 
NPPF, I do not see it like that at 
all. 


“We have a serious housing 
crisis in this country. Official 
figures suggest that we have to 
build 232,000 houses per year 
to keep up with demand. Last 
year we only built 103,000 and 
that shortfall adds to the deficit 
that has been built up over a 
number of years. 

“Whilst in part this is due to 
economic factors, one of the 
main reasons this deficit has 
arisen is due to our often 
cumbersome planning system. 

“Slimming the system down 
will enable more properties to 
be built, more quickly. This will 
not only reduce the shortfall, 
but also help the thousands of 
young, first-time buyers who 
struggle to find homes by 
stabilising or possibly even 
bringing down house prices. 

“At present, just 10 per cent of 
England is developed. This 
includes parks, public spaces 
and gardens. Even if we built 
250,000 homes a year for the 


next 25 years, this would only 
require an additional 1 per cent 
of land take. 

“The key is to ensure that 
developments are of good 
quality and in the right place, so 
that everyone has access to 
good housing, education and 
employment opportunities. 

“In recent years, Cambridge 
and the surrounding area has 
produced some fine examples 
of high quality, sustainable 
housing. We need more of the 
same to ensure future 
prosperity without building in an 
uncontrolled fashion. 

“The NPPF is the right way to 
achieve this. It gives power to 
local communities, retains 
strong protection for the 
environment and offers 
regulation that allows for 
growth, rather than red tape.”

Keen pricing as new Zafira waits on runway 


A NEW version of 
a much-loved 
sports car is to be 
produced on the 
site of one of the 
UK’s most famous 
motor plants, it 
has been 

announced. 

UK automotive 
company CPP Global 
Holdings had already 
said it was bringing 
manufacturing back to 
Jaguar’s former Browns 
Lane site in Coventry 

Yesterday, CPP said 
it would engineer, 
develop and build an 
all-new Jensen 

Interceptor, with 
deliveries to customers 
beginning in 2014. 

The announcement 
is a further boost to 
the UK motor industry 
following yesterday’s 
news that Jaguar Land 
Rover was investing 
£355 million to build 
low-emission engines 
at a business park near 
Wolverhampton in the 


West Midlands, 
potentially creating 
thousands of new jobs. 

A much-admired GT 
model, the Jensen 
Interceptor was 
originally built 
between 1966 and 
1976. 

CPP said a team of 
Coventry-based design 
consultants employed 
by the Jensen brand’s 
owners, Healey Sports 
Cars Switzerland Ltd, 
had completed the 
design of the new 
Interceptor, which has 
already gained 

“significant customer 
interest”. 

The public unveiling 
of the Interceptor is 
planned for late 2012, 
with deliveries starting 
in 2014. Annual 
production numbers 
and pricing are yet to 
be confirmed. 

Brendan O’Toole, 
founder and co-owner 
of CPP, said: “I started 
my career by restoring 
bodies and compon¬ 
ents for classic British 


sports cars, so for CPP 
to take the lead role in 
reviving this iconic 
brand is very exciting 
for the business, and 
for me personally. 

“The Jensen design 
team has respected 
and honoured the 
great heritage and 
attributes of the 
original Interceptor, 
while injecting a 
contemporary edge 
and advanced 

technologies that will 
ensure it appeals to 
the passionate, 
discerning motoring 
enthusiast of today.” 

CPP, which already 
has five existing 
facilities in Coventry, 
owns the Bowler off¬ 
road vehicle company 
and is negotiating to 
acquire sports car 
company Spyker. 

It is purchasing 23 
acres at Browns Lane 
from regional develop¬ 
ment agency 

Advantage West 
Midlands. 


THE entry-level version of 
the new Vauxhall Zafira 
Tourer will undercut the 
price of its main rival, the 
Ford S-Max, by £1,200.

From these Class winners 
the sleek, stylish and very 
capable Volkswagen fetta 
Sport emerged as the overall 
victor. 

The results of the 
competition were 

announced at The Caravan 
Club Towcar of the Year 
Awards ceremony at the 
Royal Automobile Club in 
London on Wednesday. 

Special guest, former 
Formula 1 driver fohnny 
Herbert, attended the 
testing regime at Millbrook 
and then presented the

prized Class awards to 
representatives from the 
winning manufacturers at 
the Awards ceremony. 

johnny Herbert says: “It 
was a real eye-opener being 
at Millbrook seeing all the 
cars being put through their 
paces, they really are put to 
the towing test.” 

Of course, producing a 
good car for towing isn’t just 
about having lots of torque 
and large door mirrors. 
Because the very business of 
towing a caravan or trailer 
requires extra concentration 
and demands lower average 
speeds, making journeys 
longer - all of which puts 
extra strain on the driver. 


The Towcar of the Year 
awards, now in their 30th 
year, are not so much about 
trophy winning, more an 
invaluable and a definitive 
guide for members of the 
Caravan Club. 

There are two parts to the 
judging, and two sets of 
judges. The first, 

caravanability - a word 
which doesn’t yet appear in 
any English dictionary but 
perfectly summarises the 
testing and measuring of the 
competing cars’ load space, 
cargo access, seating, 
towball and cable 
anchorage, nose-weight, 
and operating costs. 

Furthermore, to ensure all 


the cars compete on a ’level 
playing field’, ballast is then 
added to replicate the 
weight of an average family, 
and their luggage. 

Second, it was the turn of 
the driving judges. With 
each car hitched to the 
same model of Bailey 
caravan, acceleration, 
stability and emergency 
braking could be performed 
in the safe environment on 
Millbrook’s high-speed 
bowl. 

The cars’ traction and 
handling was further tested 
on the Alpine pass - a 
secluded ribbon of twisting 
tarmac with heroic inclines 
and taxing descents. 


After all the exercises are 
completed, marks are then 
awarded, with the highest 
scoring cars taking the 
honours in their individual 
price classes. 

From the list of class 
winners the judges all then 
vote on their personal 
choice for Towcar of the 
Year. 

The class winners all 
delivered strongly in the 
various tests, but the overall 
prize went to the

Honda opens UK’s first 
hydrogen filling station

CAR giant Honda opened 
the UK's first public 
hydrogen filling station this 
week in a move aimed at 
boosting the development 
of hydrogen-powered 
vehicles. 

The new station is located at the 
carmaker’s plant in Swindon and 
is operated by industrial gases 
company BOC. 

Honda said it looks like a 
conventional filling station, with a 
similar time to fill a vehicle as 
with petrol or diesel. 

Thomas Brachmann, of Honda, 
said: “Hydrogen fuel cell 
technology is the ultimate 
transport solution, meeting 
environmental demands but also 
delivering the range and perfor¬ 
mance that customers expect. 

“The co-operation on this 
project between vehicle 
manufacturers like Honda, 
infrastructure providers like BOC 
and the public sector can be a 
blueprint for future 
development.” 

Mike Huggon, managing 
director of BOC, said: “This is the 
first commercial-scale, open- 
access station in the UK. 

“It demonstrates that we can 
build the infrastructure needed to 
establish a hydrogen-powered 
transport system. But even with 
private and public support - as we 
have here in Swindon - we need 
Government commitment to 


make this work across the country 
as a whole. 

“We can provide the tools but 
the Government has to create the 
policy framework in which we can 
build the low carbon 
infrastructure of tomorrow.” 

The new station is open to 
anyone developing or using 
hydrogen-powered vehicles. 

Meanwhile Nissan reports that 
it has teamed up with leading 
European utility and electrical 
vehicle supply equipment 
companies to speed development 
of cheaper, smaller, quick chargers 
for electric vehicle batteries, and 
accelerate the installation of 


publicly-available Quick Charge 
points across Europe. 

Finally, British motorists with 
fully-electric cars have been told 
they can drive 1,000 miles for just 
over £5 by using solar energy, 
according to figures released 
today by British Gas. 

Dean Keeling, of British Gas, 
said: “Through solar-generated 
energy, our customers can 
significantly cut their fuel costs 
and help reduce Britain’s carbon 
footprint.” 

Looking at the table of fuel 
prices on the right, the hydrogen 
solution can’t get here fast 
enough!

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
